Dear  Listener, 

Summer  brings  a  busy  schedule  for  KPFK's 
staff.  We  map  plans  for  next  year's  budget  in 
mid-July,  starting  with  a  wish  list  and  ending 
45  days  later  with  affordabilities.  Over  the  past 
few  years,  however,  small  but  definite  increas- 
es in  our  revenues  have  allowed  us  to  grow 
slowly.  As  a  result,  we  can  replace  some  old 
equipment  and  expand  our  coverage  of  impor- 
tant events  like  the  recent  North  American 
visit  of  Nelson  and  Wirmie  Mandela. 

We  thank  you  for  your  support  over  the 
years. 

In  late  June,  the  summer  fund  drive  coincid- 
ed with  soaring  temperatures  and  the  break- 
down of  two  air  conditioning  units  atop  our  building.  From  our  side,  the  situa- 
tion was  less  than  optimal  for  non-stop,  inspirational,  on-air  fund  raising;  and, 
just  as  importantly  from  your  side,  the  heat  demanded  relief,  perhaps  to  the 
degree  (no  pun  intended)  that  it  may  have  been  difficult  to  respond  to  our  calls 
for  support  which  we  voice  so  creatively  for  10  days. 

Nonetheless,  the  yield  was  $162,000  in  pledges.  While  this  total  is  less  than 
we  had  projected,  it  was  more  than  last  summer's  drive.  We  thank  you  for 
your  support  this  summer  and  we  especially  welcome  our  new  subscribers. 

This  season  also  brings  several  training  opportunities.  Specific  skill  sessions 
continue  in  our  News  and  Production  areas.  Those  with  an  interest  in  writ- 
ing/reporting or  engineering  might  want  to  call  or  come  by  to  fill  out  a  volun- 
teer information  form.  Those  interested  in  News  should  direct  inquiries  to  that 
department  and  those  with  a  desire  to  learn  technical  skills  should  address  the 
Production  Department. 

More  particularly,  people  of  color  and  women  may  want  to  apply  for  a 
comprehensive  training  effort  called  The  Pacifica  Apprenticeship  Program.  It 
is  an  intensive,  approximately  15-month  immersion  in  learning  the  basics  of 
studio  engineering  and  radio  production.  No  previous  experience  is  necessary, 
but  any  applicant  should  expect  a  rigorous  questioning  process  since  the  num- 
ber of  training  openings  is  limited.  Commitment  to  the  program  is  required. 
Direct  inquiries  to  KPFK's  Training  Director,  Marcos  Frommer.  Funding  for 
this  program  comes  in- part  from  the  California  Arts  Council. 

Taken  together,  our  training  efforts  represent  our  way  of  sharing  something 
sf>ecial  with  you,  our  community  of  listeners.  You  receive  instruction  in  areas 
where  we  do  what  we  do  best:  locally  originated  radio  programming  365  days 
a  year. 

Volunteers  are  welcome  at  KPFK  in  a  variety  of  other  capacities,  too.  You 
simply  need  to  inquire  at  (818)  985-2711  during  weekday  business  hours. 

Finally,  let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  bid  adieu  to  Vmce  Ivory,  the  outgo- 
ing editor  of  the  KPFK  Folio.  Thank  you,  kind  sir,  for  bringing  the  program 
guide  out  of  its  microscopic  stage  and  into  a  much  more  readable,  user-friend- 
ly format.  Be  assured  that  Vmce  will  not  go  gentle  into  that  good  night — he'll 
just  have  more  time  to  rage,  rage  against  the  dying  of  the  environment  on 
these  airwaves.
